The new Nat E. Harris dormitory 


of Georgia Tech Friday formally pass- 


ed into the hands of school authorities 
when in simple but impressive cere- 
monies the new edifice was dedicated 
to the “service and upbuilding of At- 
lanta,

the state and the entire south.” 
officials and alumni at- 
tended the ceremony, which was pre- 
sided over by Dr. M. L. Brittain, 
president of the school. Former Gov- 
ernor Nat EF. Harris, in whose honor 
the building was named, accepted it 
as chairman of the board of trustecs 
of Tech. 

In opening remarks, Dr. Brittain de- 
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clared that the new structure is exclu- 
sively “a Tech creation,” having been 
designed by Harold Bush-Brown, At- 
lanta architect and head of the archi- 
tectural department ef Tech; con- 
structed by a Tech alumnus, and that 
funds were provided by subscriptions 
of alumni. 

The new dormitory was buill at a 
cost of $101,000. and faces Grant 
field. It will house about 100 stu- 
dents, and is .considered one of the 
most thoroughly modern structures ip 
the entire south. | 

Governor Harris. in receiving the 
building in behalf of trustees, declared 
he was doubly honored in that be was 
“designated to receive it by a strove 
of circumstance.” and because it 1s 
named after him. 

“T feel supremely honored that the 
future builders of Atlanta and the 
great southland, and even the pation, 
will be housed in a structure named 
for me, and J] am deeply grateful,” Mr. 
Harris declared. 

Dr. Brittain introduced Governor 
Harris as “the grand old man of Geor- 
gia Tech.’’ 


FRANCE PLANNING 
TO REDUCE ARM 


Paris, September 10.—(7?)—While 
Foreign Ministers Briand and Strese- 
mann at Geneva today were pledging 
France and Germany to policies of 
peace, a ministerial council in plen- 
ary session here issued a decree pro- 
viding for reductions in the French 
army. ‘There will be a gradual but 
important cutting down in the num- 
ber of men and many properties: will 
be transferred from military to gov- 
ernmental control. 

Other services of the government 
also felt the weight of Premier Poin- 
care’s plans for a nation-wide “grand 
penitence” to reduce the budget. ‘The 
interior administration will, lose by 


the abolition of 106 sub-prefectures 
and 70 departmental secretaries. 
Just how much the actual standing 
arny will be reduced will remain 
problematical until the details of the 
rediuetion are worked ont. In its geén- 
eral @utlines the scheme provides for 
the reduction of the army by 2.700 
permanent officers during a period of 
years and the elimination of 1.200 of- 
ficers holding temporary rank. The 
number of men called to the colors 
will be gradually reduced—first by 
calling men to service at the age of 
21 instead of the present age of 20. 
and later by reducing the period of 
military training to one year.

Ernst Vierkoetter, of Germany, who 
singularly also is a baker. 

Gertrude Ederle, American 
and first woman to swim the channel, 
was the season’s first record-breaker 
with 14 hours 381 minutes. 

Michel this afternoon felt none the 
worse for his exertions, except for a 
remaining touch of cramp. During 
much of the swim he suffered from sea 
sickness and he was unable to take any 
food while in the water except a few 
pieces of sugar and some coffee and 
cognac. 

His manager, M. Guilot, and friends 
who accompanied him aboard the Bou- 
logne fishing boat’ Maurice, had an 
anxious quarter of an hour when they 
lost sight of him in mid-channel dur- 
ing the hours of darkness. 

It developed that Michel had sud- 
denly decided to take off the white hel- 
met which he wore when he started in 
order to make himself more conspicu- 
ous in the water. After much shout-

ing, the econvoying party finally located 
him.

FAMED RACER 
IS POISONED 


Chicago, September 10.—()—Cap- 
tain Hal, widely known race horse, 
died today at his stable at the Lin- 
coln fields course near here. Death 
wis reported to have been caused by 
the administration by mistake of a 
poisonous solution. 

The horse had been in sound health, 
track attaches said, and had worked 
out this morning just before his death. 
He had been running at Lincoln 
fields since the beginning of the meet- 
ing there early in August. 

Captain Hal was rated as one of 
the half dozen top-notch stake horses 
in the country. Le had won a num- 
ber of feature events at Lineoln 
fields, and had established several 
track records at the new plant. He 
had been carrying top weight for 
months. 

Officials of the Lincoln Fields 
Jockey club began a formal inquiry 
into the circumstanees surrounding 
the death of the thoroughbred. 

Trainer Roscoe Goose explained 


i that one of the grooms got the wrong 


bottle when he reached for -linseed 
oil. He gave the horse the poison- 
ous solution and did not diseover his 
mistake for some time. An hour later 
the horse was dead. 

Captain Hal's owner 
fused $75,000 for him. 

He finished second to Flying 
Ebony in last year’s Kentucky derby, 
and has had nine wins out of twelve 
starts this vear at Homewood and 
Lincoln fields. Race followers had 
it that the four-year-old son of Black 
soon was to have 
been sold for $125,000.

With Brugnon start- 
ing to serve, games went to service 
until in the sixth game, the French 
broke through Williams’ delivery and 
took the lead at 4-2. At this stage 
the challengers were brilliant at the 
net, but inaecurate in their drives 
from the baseline. Once, in the fourth 
game, all four players were close to 
the net, and the ball flew back and 
forth, ping-ping-ping, so rapidly that 
spectators and officers scarcely could 
follow it.

Despite what has been heralded as a 
nation-wide “crime wave,” there would 
seein to be less shooting in the United 
States now than there was two years 
ago. 

The department of commerce report- 
ed todey that the manufacture of fire- 
arms in 1925 was valued at 14.1 per 
cent less than that of 1923, while the 
1925 production of ammunition and 
related products showed a decline of 
19 per cent from the 1923 figures. 

Firearms production amounted in 
1923 to $17,664,549, as compared with 
the 1925 production of $15,179,563, 
composed of $3,056,069 worth of rifles, 
$6.605,223 worth of shotguns, $282,- 
777 pistols and revolvers valued at 
$3,261,861 and other products valued 
at $2,256,210. 

In 1923 ammunition produced was 
worth $51,508.622, as compared with 
the 19225 production of $41,707,596
